Framing Fathers 


(Maplewood Institute Prize Essay)

HE “Fathers” of the Constitution, perhaps the ablest and most brilliant men of their 

time, met to perform the hardest task ever set before a single group of men. Uniting 
thirteen young and stubborn colonies into one nation was a ticklish job desired by no one. 
The first attempt to unite the colonies had proved a failure. The laws and rulings of the 
Continental Congress were either ignored or scoffed at. In fact, self-respecting men re- 
fused to attend the meetings of the Congress. It became evident that unless something 
was done at once the colonies would be separated indefinitely. 

In May, 1787, fifty-five delegates met in Independence Hall, Philadelphia, to revise 
the Articles of Confederation. After some debate, it became obvious that it would be 
simpler to draw up an entirely new constitution. "The “Fathers” spent the long summer 
months in heated debate and finally emerged successful in September with a new con- 
stitution. 

Most famous among these "Fathers" were George Washington, who became our 
first President: James Madison, called “the Father of the Constitution” because of his 
extensive knowledge of governments; Benjamin Franklin, most widely known American; 
and Alexander Hamilton, who became our first Secretary of the Treasury. 

George Washington, with the consent of all, was chosen to preside over the соп- 
vention. Не was born at Westmoreland County, Virginia, of well-to-do parents. His 
family later moved to Stafford County, to an estate on the Rappahannock River nearly 
opposite Fredricksburg. Most of the stories concerning the boyhood of Washington have 
no foundation in fact. Although he was a truthful lad, there is no evidence to support the 
tale that he once сиё down a cherry tree. His cosmopolitan half-brother, Laurence, took 
considerable interest in him and gave him his first job. At first, an effort was made to 
obtain a place for Washington on a merchant ship, but since no opening was available, he 
went back to his studies, later becoming a surveyor. 

When Governor Dinwiddie wanted a man to undertake the dangerous mi 
warning the French not to trespass on English territory, his choice fell upon George Wash- 
ington, who, through Laurence’s influence, had been recently appointed adjutant-general. 
Thus began his military career. He was with General Braddock when the Britisher was 
mortally wounded at Fort Duquesne. It was Washington who commanded the American 
forces at Trenton and Yorktown. Washington has gone down in history as one of the 
world’s greatest military strategists. He had the hopeless task of organizing farmers, 
shopkeepers, blacksmiths, and men of all walks of life, into one co-ordinating and co- 
operating body. Much of this he had to do alone. The men were always quarreling, 
complaining, and deserting. "Through it all rode the chief, calm, patient, and judicial. 
This was the man whose calibre had been tested in war and peace, a man whose character 
had been tried and who had come through victorious, who became chairman of the Con- 
stitutional Convention. 

The assistance of Washington at the convention w: 
and tact soothed many a heated delegate. After the constitution was drafted, he worked 
constantly to get it ratified. He wrote letters to important people to gain their support 


ion of 


orely needed. His patience 


and to arouse public opinion in its favor. He gave his all to his country, and it is only 
fitting that he be listed first among the Fathers of the Constitution. 

James Madison, though a lesser man than Washington, ranks high upon the list of 
great men. A learned scholar, he contributed much to the Constitutional Convention. 

Madison was born in Port Conway, Virginia. He attended the College of New Jersey 
and studied much about ancient governments. He became interested in constitutional 
law and, in 1774, at the age of twenty-three, he accepted his first political appointment. 
From this time on, he was almost constantly in publie life. In 1787, he was chosen as a 
delegate from Virginia to the Constitutional Convention. There he rendered such service 
that he became famous at the time as the “Father of the Constitution." He originated 
the Virginia Plan, which, although it was defeated, was instrumental in persuading the 
delegates from the smaller states to accept the idea of representation by population for 
the House of Representatives. In addition to his other work at the convention, Madison 
took notes on the debates, notes which proved to be invaluable records for history. "The 
character of Madison is noteworthy. He was prudent, acute, and statesmanlike. "Through 
his efforts, combined with those of the other delegates, the Constitution was drawn up, 
ratified, and successfully put into operation. 


Benjamin Franklin was perhaps the most versatile of the framers of the Consti- 
tution. He was a scientist, author, statesman, philosopher, printer, inventor, diplomat, 
and humorist. 
great man himself: “If to be venerated for benevolence, if to be admired for talents, if 
to be esteemed for patriotism, if to be beloved for philanthropy, can gratify the human 
mind, you must have the pleasing consolation to know you have not lived in vain.” 


George Washington summarized Franklin’s character in a letter to the 


Franklin spent his long life in the service of his country and the common man. His 
tact and common sense dissipated many convention storms, and, next to Washington, 
he was the most influential man in the gathering. Since he was greatly respected by the 
nations of the world, his presence at the convention enhanced the new constitution in 
their eyes, 

Alexander Hamilton was perhaps the most brilliant of all who attended the con- 
vention. He was a definite asset to the framers of the Constitution. As a delegate from 
New York, he played an important part in securing New York State’s vote for ratification. 
He traveled over his state, talking and writing about the Constitution. In later life, his 
fervor for what he considered right gained him many enemies, and his brilliant, but short 


career ended in a duel, in which he was slain. 

These men, Washington, Madison, Franklin and Hamilton, are only a few of the 
many who did so much that our country might survive. They were the outstanding men 
of their day. They gave their time, influence, and labor to an enterprise which seemed 
to every one a lost cause. Yet it meant much to them and they were determined to make 
those weak and selfish thirteen colonies into a united democracy. Each delegate came 
from a state whose interests were different from those of its 
were able to compromise their differences and to establish a firm foundation of govern- 
ment with an intricate check-and-balance system which has stood the test of time. 

The world today should look back to the black days of 1783 and renew its faith and 
hope in the success of the United Nations which is, perhaps, going through an experience 
similar to that of the thirteen colonies. Out of those black days rose a new nation called

The Rights We Defend 


(American Legion Prize Essay)

A WAR correspondent, upon querying a foreigner as to the actual reason America 

entered the recent World War, was startled by this statement: "You Americans 
went to war only because you were afraid you would lose your investments in allied bonds. 
In fact, America has always fought for power and wealth and land. You never take up 
arms for decent principles.” How utterly wrong were those twisted and malignant 
thoughts that had been instilled in the mind of a human being who had been subjected to 
the iron hand of a dictatorship. The young men and women who gave their lives in the 
war just ended could probably answer this acrimony better than we. But since they are 
not here, let us endeavor to clarify the rights they defended. 


We, in the United States, know that America, with her invaluable heritage to her 
citizens, was not accomplished in a day. It was purchased by the blood of our forefathers, 
cultivated by the magnificent leadership of our statesmen, and today is enjoyed by the 
privileged people whom God saw fit to place upon our wonderful nation. This American 
way of life, that we often take for granted, has not a worthy rival in all the world, let alone 
an equal. Does it not seem probable then, in the face of these facts, that America, with the 
very essence of her greatness threatened, should take up arms to suppress the opposition? 


We in America have so much to protect against those who seek to destroy us. I thank 
God that the abounding rights and privileges of Americans have never been taken from 
them. I thank God for each and every blessing he has bestowed upon you and me. 

I thank Him that I was not born into a caste system, and that I have not inherited 
any aristocratic rank. 

I thank God that I am able to attend a free American school and share in the in- 
tellectual and cultural heritage of my forefathers; that this school holds dances and ban- 
quets and programs from which I am not excluded because of my race, color, or creed. 

I thank God that I may select a job of my own free will; one which I shall enjoy and 
that I do not have to take up simply because of tradition. I know that I shall be receiving 
the highest wages paid for my type of work in any country in the world. 

I thank God that I shall be given the greatest of all democratic privileges, the right 
to vote, and that, in this way, I may run my government for the amelioration of myself 
and fellow Americans. I hope that, when I am old enough to exercise this privilege, I shall 
never forget that, "the wide world has not the wealth to buy the power in my right hand.” 

I thank God for the sacred freedoms protected in the Bill of Rights; for freedom of 
religion, that every man may choose his path of faith as his conscience guides him; that 


he has the right to worship where he pleases. This is important to man, for "God and 
Country" are the two most influential things in his life, and he cannot honor one without 
honoring the other. If a man is a true member of his church, whatever the denomination, 


he will be a better citizen for it. 


I thank God for the freedom of speech that I may express openly my personal views 
and ideas on any subject and know that my opinions need not conform with those of my 
neighbor. In this modern age when freedom of speech is greatly enhanced by the use of 
radio, this privilege is, indeed, a powerful factor in the enlightenment and formation of 
publie opinion. 

I thank God for the freedom of the press, liberalized as in no other land. The press is 
equally important because its wide distribution encompasses a vast audience and brings 
them a more detailed account of current events. 

I thank God for the right of peaceful assembly where I may discuss with my fellows 
the difficulties which perplex me, and for the right to petition my government to improve 
conditions that I deem unsatisfactory. 

"These are the rights that have been defended for you and me. Eut the individual who 
willingly donned the uniform of Uncle Sam left behind him, not merely a document 
guaranteeing his rights, but rather a community wherein these prized privileges were per- 
sonified by everyday living. To him it meant a home with his mother and father, “kid” 
sisters and brothers; the corner variety store, where the "fellas" gathered at almost any 
time of the day; his girl—‘The best kid you ever met," he'd always tell you; the 
theater that he attended every Friday night, and the roller skating rink on the other side 
of town; the dances held at the “У” each Saturday, and those special formal dances that 
took hours to prepare for; the long walks he took into the surrounding countryside; the 
publie beach where he acquired his tan each summer; the picnics at the State Forest on 
the Fourth, and the delicious lunches that Mother put up, especially her chocolate cake. 
‘These things represent a material form of the rights embodied in the high-sounding phrases 
of the Constitution he struggled with in high school. 

It is unfortunate that all of us could not be transported to a foreign country that has 
been ravished by the horrors of modern warfare, so that the blessings that abound in 
America, blessings which most of us accept so lightly, would be treasured as the priceless 
prerogatives they actually are. 

In a small way we all must have experienced the dawning revelation of what it means 
to be an American. To me this realization of what a wonderful place America is came at an 
odd moment. It was at a football game. I had just run out onto the playing field and 
was nervously awaiting the starting whistle when the band suddenly burst forth into our 
national anthem.
